Is Marriage a Divine Contract 


Bishop Henry C. Pot er uttered his sweeping condemnation of di- 


vorce almost simultaneously with the publication of George Meredith's 
theorem that short-term marriage, should be permitted. 
The Ameri- 


can divine and the English novelis are at the extremes of the marriage 
question—the former ho'ding tc the ecclesiastical view that mar- 
riage is essentially a religi 3us rite, creating an indissoluble bond, while 
the latter holds that wedlock is purely a social partnership. Each is 
entirely logical in the conclusion he draws from his premise. If men 
and women are really joiiud together in marriage by God, it necessar- 
ily follows that man lias i o right or power to break the bonds. 
The 


idea that man can dissolve an ore'trance of the Deity is absurd in the 
highest degree. 
But, taking M 
Meredith's view that wedlock i= 


merely a domestic partnership, the re is no logical reason \\hy it should 
not be entered into for a longer i >r shorter term. In la\v all partner- 
ships are dissolvable when eitliei party to it fails to live up to the 
obligations of the contract and w'.iy should not marriage? The courts 
are forever deciding, how< ver/th; t this or that should not be permit- 
ted on the ground that t is co"trary to public policy. Admitting 
Meredith's conception of the nvrriage contract to be correct, the 
term proposition would st 11 be of en to the objection that it is against 
public policy as being destructive of domestic morality and corrupt- 
ing in its influence on soriety. 
3ut the expressions of shocked sur- 


prise with which Mr. 
I\ "eredith .-, suggestion has been greeted in 


this country are largely h;-pocritica,l. Our divorce laws virtually sane- ] 
tion term marriages, 
Ir some States mere "incompatibility" is a 


ground for dissolving th: marit, 1 knot. 
Desertion is a common 


ground for divorce. 
By collusion any couple can get freed from . 


each other by living apart for a stated period. The latitudinous con- 
struction given to tiie phrase "cr.ielty" enables a coach and four to 
be driven through the m; rn'age pact. Therefore marriage under the 
law of most States is simply for ,>n indefinite term, dissolvable at the 
pleasure of cither party to it. 
C onseqxtently Mr. Meredith's propo- 


sition is merely that all liypocrisv and pretense be done away with, 
and th;>.t the sexual relation be deprived of all claim to divine ordin- 
ation cr permanence. In thus stt ipping the question bare and laying \ 
it before the public in all us nakedness, the novelist has aided the cause i 
of social reform instead o st'ikir ; a blow at the family. He lifts the I 
curtain and revcr.ls the ab^'ss towi.rd which the civilized world is drift-' 
ing. As he does this the voice o: Bishop Potter is heard reasserting 
the doctrine on which thr intcgr ty of the family and the stability of 
Christian civilization rest;—the i losing words of the marriage sac-j 
rament—"what God hath joined together let no man put asunder." j 
The bishop and the no\c1 st sta.nc' at the parting of the ways pointing] 
in different directions. The road; can never cross or come together, j 
Marriage is cither a divine or a c vil contract—it cannot be both, and 
if it be divine, it is beyon 1 human jurisdiction to dissolve it.

representative.

It appears that Mr. Gurney not or.ly violated the law but 
was extremely insolent to the magistrate when arraig icd for his 
offense. 
He made no apology or excuse for speeding his automobile 


faster than the law allows, but defied the justice and waxe 1 arrogantly 
indignant that his sacred person should have been interfen d with. His 
burnpluous conduct under the circumstances was a distin -t affront to 
this country and its laws, and for that reason should not be overlooked. 
Our Government should politely ha\e given the British 
roreign Of- 


fice to understand that Mr. Gurney's presence in the L* lited States 
is offensive and should be abated. The immunity from ; rrest he en- 
joys is not a license to violate the law and insult courts, ind the dis- 
tinction should be so sharply drawn that no other bump uous diplo- 
matic underling will be tempted to follow the Gurney ex; mple.
